Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 1 -1 3-06 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of 10/688,781 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. Therefore the double patenting rejection has 
been withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 3-9, 1 1-24 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 1 , 3-9, 1 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by De Jonghe et al. (6.91 1 ,280) or De Jonghe et al. (6,025,094). 

De Jonghe et al. ('280) teaches in column 8, that the cell comprises a 
current collector- a negative electrode made of lithium-a chemical protective 
layer-separator-a cathode- a current collector. De Jonghe et al. teaches in 
column 7, that the chemical protective layer can comprise Li3P04. De Jonghe et 
al. teaches in column 7 that when the invention is implemented as a negative 
electrode for a battery it may be desirable to provide a further physical protective 
coating on the electrode particularly LiPON. De Jonghe et al. teaches in column 
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9, that the negative electrode can be used in a lithium-sulfur battery. De Jonghe 
at al. teaches in column 5, that the chemical protective layer can be 10 nm- 1 um 
[100 A-10,000A]. De Jonghe et al. teaches in column 2, that application of the 
■ chemical protective layer may be followed by application of a glassy protective 
layer such as UPON. De Jonghe et al. ('280) teaches in column 4, that US Pat. 
6,025,094 is incorporated by reference herein in its entirety. De Jonghe et al. 
('094) teaches in column 8. lines 25-34, that LiPON is Li2.9PO3.3N0.5.
